WAH theicls there hath happened lately a great Scarcity and Dearth of Coals, occaſion'd part- 

eil by divers Colliers ſtaping in Pat, oz by the Way With their loaden Uellels, during 

luch time as the Mind lern d, and was pꝛoper foz their Sailing, and partly by the Pꝛek⸗ 
ling, 02 fear of Pꝛeſſing of their Seamen, to Serve on Board Our Ships of War, and alſo = 
the Negiects 02 Milcarriages of ſome Officers imployed foꝛ Convoys, - Now in tender 
ie Compallion and Care foz Dur good Subjects, being earneſtly deſirous to do all that in; 
Vs lieth foz pzoviding againſt any Mant o2 Diſtrels, ut th befall them on this Occaſion, We have thought fit, vw 


ind With the Advice of Our P2ivy Council, to Iſſue out this Pur Royal Pzoclamation, and do hereby Declare ans 

* Command, That no Seaman, either E-glith oz einer, that ſhall be Imploped in any Ship oꝛ Ueſſel, Bzinging os 

Carrying Coals from. Our Lown oz Pozt of Newcaltle upon Tine, oz Sunderland, oz other Adjacent Pozts oz Places 2 
unto Our Poꝛt of London, (hal! be Pzefſed oz otherwiſe Hindzed oz Moleſted, either Coming oz Returning, by any of 
Our Piels Maſters, 02 other Officers oz Miniſters, until the Twentieth day of July next. (So as the Seamen Im⸗ 
ployed on Board ſuch reſpective Ship oz Uellel, do not exccd the Number of Four Men foꝛ every Þundzed Tun, Such 
Sea men only excepted, foz the time of their pzeſent Uoyage only, as are already gone out of the River of Thames on 
Board any Ship oz Ueſſel bound to Newcaſile, Sunderland, 62 Pozts Adjacent, 02 are now on Board any Ship oz Ueſ- 
fel at this time Loaden and Bound from the ſaid places oꝛ Pozts to the Pozt of London. Pur Intent being that 
ſuch and ſo many of the laid Seamen, as are not Abſolutely neceſſary foz the Safety of ſuch Ship oz Uellel, (hail du⸗ 
ring the time of their ſaid Pas Uopage, and at their now expected Arrival be liable to be Pꝛeſled foz Pur Service. 
Pꝛobided always, That it any Colliers hall ſtay by the wap, oz make any Delays, in order to raiſe the Pzice of 
Coals, 02 ſhall put into any Pozt by the way, unleſs foz neceſſity, by reaſon of Tempeſt and unavoidable Peril of the 
Sea, this Exemption from Pzeſling fhall not be extended to them. And We do hereby make known to Pur Loving 
Subjects, That foz the Security of the Perlons and Ships bzinging and conveying Coals, as afozeſaid, We have 
given effectual Oꝛder, that from time to time there (hall be pꝛobided ſufficient Convoys fox their ſafe Paſſage and Con- 
duct to and from the Parts and Places afozelaid. And Pur Will and Pleaſure is, and Me do hereby Declare, That 
tit anp Oklkicers belonging to any Convoy imployed in this Service, ſhall neglect their Duty, oz miſdemean them- 
- ſelves, they ſhall loſe their Places and Commands, and be further puniſhed accozding to their Demerits. And to the 
end that all convenient Expedition may be uſed in Diſcharging all Ships and Ueflels (that ſhall bzing any Coals 
into the ſaid Poꝛt of London) in oꝛder to their returning and renewing their Uoyages, We do Require and Command, 
That no ſuch Ship 02 Ueftcl ſhall be above Ten Days in Unlading, the ſaid Days to begin and be reckoned from the 
time of Coming into the Pool oz Place of Unlading, And We do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command all Our Offi- 
ters, Piniſters, and Subjects whatſoever, both by Sea and Land, That they take Notice of Our Royal Will and 

Pleaſure, publiſhed in this Our Pꝛocla mation, and give due Obedience thereunto at their Perils,
